: ‘HONOURING THE CREW OF WRECKED SUBMARINE. 


Atlantic Fleet at an Impressive Ceremony. 


to London, March 21, 

A moving qeremony at>sea a hundred miles from the Scilly 
Isles took place Yesterday afternoon, when 14,000 officers and men 
of the Atlantic. Fleet returning from tho spring cruise participated in 
& solumn service in memory of the comrades of the KS (which was 
wrecked in January). An Admiralty announcement describes how a 
force of six battleships, two battle-cruisders, six light cruisers, 17 
destroyers and an aircraftearrier, underthe urdors of Vice-Admiral 
Sir Sidney Freemantle, approached: the scene of the disaster in 
an imposing formation. After the Fleet had, stopped engines as far 
aa typical seagoing weather would admit, the Colours were lowered 
to half-mast and a memorial service was held aboard the flagship 
Revenge. Tho rest of tho Fleet held funeral services, at which well- 
known hymns were sung, an aeroplane meantime circling uround 
the Feet, despite difficult flying conditions. A party of a hundred 
seamen on the Revonyro fired the three customary volleys, the Last 
Post sounded, and “ Land of Hope and Glory" was played as the 
officers and men Isft-the quarcer-deck. ‘he ceremony terminated 
with the hoisting of the Colours, the Fieet resumed its cruising 
dispositions and proceeded up Channel homewards,

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EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS. 


- Two Felt in Hongkong. 


Two earthquake shocks wore 


felt in Hongkong on Saturday— 


one inthe afternoon and another 
in the evening. They were felt 
by several residents. The Direc- 
tor of the Royal Observatory (Mr. 
T.F. Glaxtaa} isaaen the following 
statement in relation thereto:— 

-Two earthquake shocks were 
recorded at the Observatory on 
Saturday, the 19th. The first 
commenced at 4b.20m.d4a,, p.m. 
with tremors of 4 inch amplitude. 
These tremors lasted until 21m.0, 
when the needle made large ox- 
cursions backwards and forwards 
‘on the sheet, finally going out of 
range to westward at 21m.3. (A 
westerly mavement of tho needle 
indicates an easterly movement 
of the instrument pillar). By the 
time the needle had beon adjusted 
to the centre of the ‘sheet {at 
23m.0) the disturbance had finish- 
ed. : 

The second shock commenced 
at 7h. 4m. 4s., p.m., with small 
tremors which continued until 
5m., 0. At this time oscillations 
of 0.6 inch amplitude commenced, 
dying away at 5m. 6. 

The maximum, traverse of the 
recording needla is 4 inches 
which, with the present 
adjustmonts, represents a 
horizontal earth movement 
of 0.043 inch. It is by no means 
certain however how much of the 
movement is a horizontal thrust, 
and how much a tilting of the 
ground. Nor can we be certain 
how much of the movement of the 
needle.is due to the vibration of 
pendulum iteelf, when once 
sot in motion. It has been 
known for. many years 
that the duration of. the 
preliminary tremors on a 
seismogram is a moasure of tho 
distance of tho origin and the 
exact relationship is still being 
investigated. 

According to Omori's formula, 
the origin of Saturday's earth- 
quake should be about 300 
kilometres from Hongkong. Its 
bearing cannot be determined 
from tho records of one 
pendulum. - _ 

The, Captain of the s.s Nankin 
reports that he felt this earth- 
quake when off the Lammocks in 
Latitude 23 deg. 914° N. and 


| Longitude 117 deg. 13° E. at 4.20 


p.m. The ship was shaken rather 
badly for five seconds. -

In this 
satchel, destined to become 
historic, was found a treasure of 
inestimable value--a plah giving: 
full details of the march, which 
started the following day, of the 
whole of the First German Army 
under von Kluck. 


The officer's satchel contained, 

_ in addition.to food and articles of 
clothing, blood-stained documents 
which showed that he had been 
to von Kluck's head quarters for 


instructions; and was on his way’ 


back to the Fifth Cavalry Division 
when he was. intercepted. and 
killed by a French. infantry 
patrol, , 


But tucked away under food 
and clothing was found a map, 
on which were traced all the 
movements to be undertaken 
after Septemner 1, by von Kluck’s 
Army. The position of every 

. column was plainly marked, with 
their heads and rearguards, and 
the hours of departure and arrival 
at their destinations. 

But what was of supreme im- 
portance was the discovery that 
von ‘Kluck’s plan, already 
known to the French Staff, of 
marching into the valley of the 
Oiee, had been changed into one 
of a direct march on Paris, to 
pee on the morning of Septem- 

Ta. 

Colonel (then Captain) Fagalde 
at once telephoned this informa- 
tion to G.H.Q., and immediately 
followed up his message by send- 
ing the map and other documents 
by motor car to the sane destina- 
tion. The telephone message and 
the map have been carefully 
preserved, and thére can be little 
doubt that to this discovery is 
mainty owing the success which 
attended General Gallieni’s man- 
oeuvre of throwing a hitherto 
unknown and: unsuspected army 
on von. Kluck's flank, with the 

resultant victory of the Marne 

and the German. retreat to the 

Alsne.
